Marshal May Come at Any 


Time, Report. 


NOTEfi FIGURE FAILS 


AFTER GALLANT FIGHT 


Messages of Condolence Re- 


ceived from All Parts of 


World Today. 


Paris, Dec. 31—(AP.)—Mar- 


shal Joffre's phenomenal vitality 
which carried him into this last 
day of the year despite a heart 
attack which threatened to end 
his gallant battle last night, ap- 
peared to be exhausting itself 
this afternoon and at one o'clock 
he sank into a state of semi- 
consciousness. His doctors said 
his blood pressure was very weak. 


Life hangs by a thread, one of 


the doctors said, and death may 
come at any time. All visitors ex- 
cept Louis Barthou, one of the 
marshal's closest friends, have 
been forbidden to enter the sick 
room. 
Today messages of condolence 


came from all over the world. 


The 78-year-old soldier>staged 


a rally last night which amazed 
his physicians but in the early 
hours this morning his heart be- 
gan to waver and he appeared to 
be growing steadily weaker. 


A statement issued by the 


physicians at 7 a. m., said: 


••Notwithstanding a few respir- 


atory spasms the night was calm. 
The patient who remains con- 
scious, is visibly weakening. The 
pulse is increasingly rapid and 
the tension is falling." 


Those who have hovered over 


the marshal's bed at the hospital 
took some hope yesterday when 
the physicians in dressing the 
wound caus'^>l}y amputation of 
the old soldit. ""#t leg found 
that it had begUiAto heal. This 
and a perceptible improvement in 
respiration and general condi- 
tion led some observers even to 
feel that the marshal might re- 
cover, but their hopes were short 
lived. 


As the effects of the rally be- 


gan to wear off the doctors said 
they did not see how the patient 
could last much longer. They 
thought another rally impossible. 


'Members of the marshal's staff 
remand at the hospital over- 
night. 
The following message was re- 


ceived during the night from 
Vatican City: 
-Please transmit to Marshal 


Joffre the special benediction of 
the Holy Father-who is invoking 
for him all celestial favors.

Washington, Dec. 31—(A.P.)— 


The quickest action consistent 
with the magnitude of the task 
generally is expected to be taken 
by the Interstate 
Commerce 


Commission on the new plan for 
consolidating eastern railroad; 
into four great systems. 


The agreement by the rail- 


roads, announced yesterday by 
President Hoover, to allocate all 
eastern lines except those of. New 
England to the Pennsylvania, 
tfew York Central, Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Nickel Plate, is ex- 
pected to take some tune to as- 
sume shape for presentation to 
;he commission. Afterwards it 
must go through a routine of ex- 
amination and hearings which 
normally woultT-consume many 
months. 


The plan, said the president, 


was agreed to except for a single 
point left to arbitration by exec- 
utives of the four roads. They 
conducted negotiations for sever- 
al weeks after Mr. Hoover had 
urged them to end the ten year 
stalemate which has seen plan 
after plan for railroad unification 
all through since congress first 
proposed the consolidation pol- 
cy. 


Some Washington opinion to- 


day was that barring discovery of 
some arrangement it might hold 
contrary to public interest, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
would view the agreement favor- 
ably. 


Considerable attention was giv- 


en here to the suggestion of 
President Hoover that the unifi- 
cations might prove a consider- 
able contribution to business re- 
covery through increasing the 
financial stability of railroads, 
particularly the weaker ones, 
and by providing employment.

Questions of Tax, Appropria- - 


tions and Expenses Will

The legislative department of 


the Indiana Farm Bureau is aug- 
menting its strength by recruit-^ 
tog local county units through- 
out the state preparatory to ac- 
tion when the General Assembly 
meets January 8 in Indianapolis. 
Lewis Taylor, director of the de- 
partment addressed a letter to 
county farm bureau legislative 
leaders this week saying: 


'•The coming session will be 


one of the most important from, 
an economic and tax standpoint 
in its constitutional history of 
nearly eighty years. Our consti- 
tution under the judicial inter- 
pretation put upon its tax sec- 
tion heretofore has 
brought 


property owners to the brink of , 
bankruptcy and ruin. State and 
local expenditures are increasing: 
which further threatens prqper-* 
ty ownership with confiscation; 


"Requests for appropriations 


are being handed to the state 
budget committee with no sug- 
gestions as to how increased tax 
demands are to be met. State In- 
stituHons. are used by all the 
people of the state and not only 
by property owners. Many of the 
beneficiaries of these state insM-> 
tiitions nave large vtax paying? 
ability which has never been 
touehed^such, as good.salaries^,, 
and" incomes from interest, divi- 
dends,- commissions and other/ ., 
such sources. 
"If our decrepit constitution 


will not permit taxing of all who 
have 
tax-paying 
ability, 
it 


should be put under an anesthe- 
tic by the legislature and su- 
preme court and a major opera- - 
tion performed, such as will save 
the state from the wrath of out- 
raged property owners. Fanners 
and property owners generally 
are haunted with the problem of 
meeting the present tax de- 
mands of our state while the tax 
exempt seem to be clamoring for 
more appropriations which, of 
course, under present tax proce-

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JUSTICE AND THE LAW 


The action of the Texas court of criminal ap- 


peals In connection with a recent homicide case 
has provided, it seems to us, an excellent illustra- 
tion of some of the queer quirks of modern 
American jurisprudence. 


In this case a farmer killed a neighbor during 


some sort of row over livestock. He was tried, 
convicted, and sentenced to death. In the course 
of tune, his appeal came up to be heard. It cited • 
two chief reasons why a new trial should be 
granted: first, that the town where the trial was 
held .was so full of a revengeful passion that a 
fair trial was impossible, and second, that the 
trial judge erred in his charge to the jury and 
thereby prejudiced the prisoner's rights. 


It is hi its ruling on this appeal that the court 


las given us such an interesting decision. 


It agreed with the petitioner that the prisoner 


probably did not get a fair trial. It agreed that 
ic should have been given a change of venue, 
and it also agreed that the judge's charge to the 
ury, or at least a part of it, was in error. But it 


held that it had no power whatever to grant a 
new trial, because the prisoner's lawyer did not 
at the tune, ask for a change of venue or make a 
formal objection to the judge's remarks. 


In consequence, this man's only -hope -is fo: 


executive clemency. The legal system of Texas— 
and the result would be the same "hi any state— 
.is in the curious, situation of admitting that a 
gross injustice has been done but declaring tha 
the law provides no remedy for it. 


This is the sort of thing that happens when the 


life departs from the law and leaves it a dry-asr 
dust web of technicalities. For note—in this 
case the court's ruling, in effect, says that-it is 
more important for lawyers to learn to play the 
game correctly than it is for an individual who 
stands in the shadow of the electric chair to ge< 
a fair chance at his life! .. 


When the law reaches that stage, it is due for 


a very drastic overhauling. Small wonder thai 
some people look on the law as a d^rk mystery 
and on lawyers as a race of tricksters and quib- 
blers.
